They were followed by the 
American delegates headed by President Wilson, and then by 
the plenipotentiaries - of Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan. The representatives of the minor powers signed in al-, 
phabetical order. 
China's delegates did not attend the session, declining to 


sign the treaty because they were not .permitted to make 
reservations. 
The protocol was signed by all those who signed the 


treaty. The Rhine arrangement was signed by the Germans, 
British and French plenipotentiaries. 


LOYALTY OF FOE TESTED. 


Premier Clemenceau put the direct question to the Ger- 


mans whether they were willing to sign and execute loyally 
all terms.

asked in the. legislature today, and no 
one appears to be1 able to answer it. 
Inquiry at the,office of the industrial 
commission, under whose- jurisdiction 
the free employment offices have been 
conducted in the past, disclosed the 
fact that the emergency appropriation 
of ?22,600, passed in April, would only 
carry the offices to July 1, and that 
unless the legislature acts Immediate- 
y Wisconsin will be without its free 
employment bureau next? Tuesday. 
The industrial comiuissron and the 
savors o£ more than a score of cities 
appeared before the Joint legislative 
finance committee a month agro in la- 
vor of an appropriation of $110,000 
annually for the expense of malntani- 
ng 90 free employment bureaus. 
It 
s understood the finance committee 
las agreed to recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made, but to date tho 
bill providing- for that appropriation 
has not appeared in either house. 
At the present time free employ- 
ment offices are being: maintained m 
20 cities in Wisconsin, the municipali- 
ties furnlshihff the 
office and equip- 
ment and the'state paying the salaries 
of the personnel, etc. 
The managers of the various ofhces 
have been demanding- of the industrial 
commission a definite statement as to 
whether or not the offices are to be 
maintained after 
July 1. This the 


commission could not make -as it de- 
pends entirely upon what action is 
taken by the leg-islature. The appro- 
priation for the employment bureaus 
was sepai-ated from the general ap- 
propriation bill for the industrial com- 
mission and was held up for several 
weeks waiting; to see if congress did 
not pass an appropriation bill to as- 
sist the states in maintaining tho pub- 
lic employment offices established dur- 
ing the war. 
This has not been done 
as yet and there is no assurance that 
such will be done.
